Irreligious Student Opinions 

Are Diminishing, Says Masih

"Contrary to general opinion, lr- 
religion is not prevalent among col- 
lege students but they are approach- 
ing it more from a scientific point 
of view." declared Rev. Samuel 
Maqbul Masih. Milaspur. India, only 
foreign-born leader here for the 
Religion-In-Life conference, in an 
interview yesterday afternoon. 

Reverend Masih said that the 
apparent lack of religion among 
students is brought about through 
the religious training they bring to 
the campus from the home. In 
most cases this training is little; 
then the student becomes indiffer- 
ent when placed on his own.

Dr Bader re- 
plied that he was glad to say that 
students were under absolutely no 
obligations The Conferences are 
supported by contributions of indi- 
viduals, churches and foundations 
over the country-at -large, and by 
local e-ommiitecs on each campus 
The former average is about SI 000 
per week: the latter. $332 

And so. judging from statements 
made by the head of these confer- 
ences, youth is definitely on the up- 
grade All it lacks is a tangible goal 
in life, and this the Conferences 
will endeavor to furnish. Whether 
or not they succeed in this mission 
depends entirely upon the interest

Beginning geologists— and grad- 
uates too — will have a chance to test 
their hard-earned knowledge this 
summer when the annual depart- 
ment pilgrimace to some geologic 
shrine sets forth on June 1, this 
time the ultimate destination being 
Montreal and Quebec 

Under the direction of Dr A C. 
McFarlan. head of the department 
cf geology, and David M. Young, cu- 
rator of the museum, the students 
1 will bump along in the department 
truck through the Appalachian. 
Catskill. and Adirondack moun- 
tains into Canada They will con- 
tinue the trip down the coast of 
Maim through the Connecticut Val- 
ley to Washington. D C . where 
thesy will visit the National Museum 
before returning home. While at 
New Haven. Conn . they will also 
visit the Peabody Museum of Yale 
University. 

Mines and mineral deposits of 
these regions will be studied. Amon;; 
the more important ate the anthra- 
cite coal field and slate quarries of 
of Franklin Furnace. New Jersey. 
Eastern Pennsylvania the zinc ores 
the granite and marbel quarries ot 
Vermont and elsewhere, and the as- 
bestos operations oi Thetford. Que- 
bec. 

Special attention will be devoted 
to such features as the Palisades ot 
the Hudson river valley, the red tn- 
asic shales and sandstones of the 
Connecticut valley with their fossil 
dinosaur tracks, and the Martic ov- 
ert hrust. formed by the general Ap- 
palachian deformation in which 
slices of the earth's crust have been 
thrust miles west of their original 
posit ions. 

Two courses are offered for the 
trip, geology 118 for advanced ma- 
jots and ecology 23 tor those who 
have had elementary geology. Stu- 
dents taking the trip will receive 
two credits for either course.
